3. Threads — Shall be 6H class as per IS : 4218 'ISO metric screw threads'. 

4. Material -- Steel having tensile strength of 370 IVlPa, MIn. 

4.1 The chamfered face of diameter du if agreed to between the manufacturer and the user, shall be 
hardened to 550 HV, Min, 

5. Designation — A jig foot nut having dj^ » 25 mm and /i ^ 50 mm shall be designated as: 

Jig foot nut 25 x 50 IS : 1 1843 

6. Finish — The jig foot nuts shall be free from cracks, burrs, pits and other defects. 

7. Preservation and Packing 

7.1 A suitable anti-corrosive surface treatment shall be given to jig foot nuts. 

7.2 Jig Foot nuts shall be packed in suitable cartons so as to prevent damage during transit. 

8. Marking — The cartons containing the jig foot nuts shall be marked with designation and 
manufacturer's name or trade-mark.
